WARSAW, April 2.— Major Jo­ 
seph 
C. 
Stehlin. 
a 
twenty-three 
years old aviator of Brooklyn, N. 
Y., who already ha*'- fought in three 
armies, has gone to Riga to enlist 
under the Lettish flag in the war 
against the Russian Bolshevik!. 
If 
his services are accepted he will 
have served under four flags in four 
years. 
The colors of France, Am­ 
erica, Poland and Letvia, in turn, 
have won his allegiance. 
Since last faN Major Stehlin has 
been fighting in ti e aviation branch 
; of the Polish army and in that 
service 
took 
part 
in 
the 
Polish 
drive which threw the Bolsheviki 
out of Dvinsk. 
£>tehlin, who was formerly a life 
gdard at Sheepshead Bay, Brook­ 
lyn, went to France 
in 
January 
1917 and joined the French Fly­ 
ing Corps where he won two cita­ 
tions and was promoted to be ser­ 
geant for aiding fellow aviators at­ 
tacked by German planes. 
When the American af my came 
over to France Stehlin transferred 
his allegiance to the American flag, 
received 
a 
commission 
as first 
lieutenant of aviate rs and took part 
in actions in the Champagne, Ver­ 
dun and Soissons sectors. After the 
armistice he returned to the Un­ 
ited States and 
is said 
to have 
joined (ne aviation section of the 
New York police as * captain. 
Last 
September lie joined Jt)ie 
Polish forces recruited 
in 
New 
\o rk , was commissioned as captain 
came to Poland and was assigned to 
duty on the northeastern front. He 
spent four month's with a Polish 
flying squadron, the only American 
with the Poles of that porticular 
front, and participated in all the 
aviation work preceeding and dur­ 
ing the Polish -attack on the Bol­ 
sheviki in the region of Dvinsk.
